CONSTRUCTION; 

Council agreed to apply to 
the Provincial Department of 
Highways for a Government 
Grant applicable to road con- 
struction.

MR, BULL GETS GO-AHEAD: 
Donald Bull, outspoken 
proprietor of St, Albert T.V. 
has been appearing regularly 
before Council during the past 
year, at which times he has 
voiced some deéfinite opinions 
on such matters as UrbanRe- 
newal and Down Town Devel- 
opment, Monday evening Mr, 
Bull appeared before Council 
to launch an appeal against a 
decision made by the Develop- 
ment Control Officer, who re- 
fused his development applic- 
ation. Mr. Bull proposes to 
construct a 5 store unit on 
two lots he owns. The first 
stage of the proposal wouldbe 
a 20 x 40 foot building in the 
centre of the two lots. The 
Public Works Committee had 
previously suggested that Mr. 
Bull puts up the most Easter- 
ly section of the 5 unit building 
first, something Mr. Bull does 
not agree with. The Mayor 
pointed out that according toa 
Town By-law the appeal could 
not be heard by Council as the 
10 day time limit for the appeal 
had expired. However, Council 
agreed to hear Mr. Bull’s case 
and consider it as a new sub- 
mission. After a lengthy gis- 
cussion Mr. Bull was given 
the green light and will go- 
ahead with construction, 
Council let it be known, how- 
ever, that it is fully aware 
of the fact that it has given 
Mr. Bull permission to build 
a 20 x 40 foot building in the 
middle of his property but has 
no guarantee his plans tobuild

His research 
would be basically on the ec- 
onomics of the water control 
of the Sturgeon River affec- 
ting this entire M.D., Lake 
[sle, and Lake St. Anne and 
other areas upsteam. The 
people east of St. Albert want 
the water to be held upstream 
and have the flow regulated 
during the entire year and the 
people upstream want the flow 
of water to pass as fast as 
possible; in both instances 
causing flooding conditions. 
His survey will indicate to 
what advantage such water 
control program will be ben- 
eficial in general to Agricul- 
ture.
